DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1 . The numbering of claims is not accordance with 37 CFR L 126 which requires the original 
numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, 
the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they must be 
numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest numbered claims 
previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 8-20 been renumbered as 7-19 since no claim 7 was originally filed. 



2. Claims 8-10 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no proper antecedent basis for claim 8, line 6 'said connecting member 5 . In claim 16, 
lines 14-15, which 'mashing unit 5 is being referred to i.e. is there more than one unit?
